POGR OLD MOTHER.

In the correspondence column of a 


contemporary there recently appear- 
ed a question by a son-in-law with 
whom his wife’s mother hal been liv- 
ing as to whether other members ot 
the family (three sons). who were siid 
to be able though unwilling, could be 
compelled to bear a portion of the ex- 
pense of the mother’s maintance. She 
had been living with one of tie sons, 
and the brother-in-law had been asked 
if she could be boarded in his house so 
that the daughter might look after 
her. This was agreed to, but the 
board money was uot paid, and after 
eighteen months of squakbling the 
question was asked, The answer was 
dipiomatic, namely, that the matter 
Was one which required most judicious 
handling, and thata solicitor should 
be consulted. Had» the person in 
charge of the question coluun known 
of the Canadian Government Annui- 
ties System, the wisest thing he could 
havedone would have been to recom- 
| mend the ‘purchase of a Government 
Annuity. At her age (75) an Annuiny 
of $300 (375 every three months), pay- 
able as long as she might live, could 
have been purchased for $1992, The 
mother could have lived happily with 
her daughter for the remainder of her 
days, the son-in-law would have re- 
garded the mother’s presence in the 
home as a boon rather than a burden, 
and the family ties would have re- 
mained unbroken. But best of all, 
the comfort and happiness of the dear 
mother, who had nursed them in their 
infuncy, had, perhaps, spent many a 
sleepless night in anxious attendance 
them when the ‘Dread Messenger” 
was hovering near, ready to snatch 
away from her, and who had guided 
their young footsteps in the straight 
and narrow path—priceless service— 
would then have been assured for all 
time. Happily in Canada cuses of this 
kind ave few, and they will be still 
fewer in the years to come if the boys 
and girls of to-day can only be in- 
duced to pay into the Annuities Sy- 
stem afew cents each week. For ex- 
ample, a young man of 20 by paying 
in 50 cents a week until he is 60 may 
purchase an Annuity of $352.76; and a 
young woman starting at the same 
age, and paying-a like amount for the 
same period, could secure an Annuity 
of $311 72, which, owing to her long- 
evity being superior, is somewhat 
less than he would receive. The age 
of 60 toa young man or woman of 30 
may seem along way off; but it may 
interest them to know that, according 
to mortality experience, of 10,000 of 
either sex starting at 20 considerably 
more than 50% will be still living at 
65. There ismore than an even chance 
that you will be one of.the 5,000.

London, April 30.—Francis Dyke 
Acland, Parliamentary Under Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs, on 
behalf of the British Foreign Office, 
replying to a series of questions on 
the subject of the Titanic disaster, 
yesterday said: 

“May I suggest that it is undesir- 
able to make any more references to 
imperfect and possibly inaccurate re- 
ports of the proceedings of ths com- 
mittee of the United States Senate. 
The President of the Board of Trade 
is taking steps to obtain an authori- 
tative report of the proceedings of 
the committee in case it may aA ot 
use in. the enquiry here. 

“No complaints have been received 
by the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs of the detention of British 
subjects. The committee has statu- 
tory powers to summon witnesses and 
no treaty or convention is required to 
give the United States jurisdiction 
over British subjects while they are 
on United States territory. The posi- 
tion appears to be that the Senate 
committee is within ite rights in hold- 
ing the enquiry and requiring the at- 
tendance of witnesses.”

In 1834 the Choctaw council passed 
an act which made a person who bar- 
gained to sell any of the Choctaw land 
a traitor and punishuble by death. 
Any white man who encouraged such 
action was deported An Indian who 
sold or disposed of land either to indi- 
viduals or to the United States in toto 
should be considered a traitor and shot 
on conviction. This was just preceding 
Oe DOR ERINE 66, OG OTK!

Another 
point claimed by Mr. Watts is that 
the different railway companies show 
discrimination by giving first ship- 
ping to the ¢.ain»from the terminal 
elevators that has been broaght there 
over their own lines. 

Mr Watts’ third complaint was that 
all the railways lack the facilities for 
handling the traffic. These three mat-

Dominion Millers’ Association since 
1905, and they have not yet been 
settled.

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FARMER IS MURDERED 
Louls Porter Victim of Unknown 
Assassin Near Minden. 





Cold-Blooded Crime Is Brought to 
Light When Body of Man Is Found 
In Bushes, 150 Yards From Spot 
Where He Was Shot Down—Rifle 
Which He Carried Cannot Be 
Found—Ellis Heard Report. 


Lindsay, April 30.—Discovery of the 
body of Louis Porter, lying concealed 
in dense bushes beside the road, six 
miles from Minden, about 22 miles 
from here, on Sunday morning, has 
brought to light clear evidence of a 
cold-blooded murder. 

Porter had been shot through the 
arm and body, causing gaping 
wounds. A pool of blood cn the road 
indicated where the shooting had cc- 
curred. The body had been dragged 
a distance of about 150 yards, into 


the woods in an evident effort by | 


the murderer or murderers at conceal- 
ment. 

The fact that a-gun carried by Por- 
ter cannot be Mund, makes it appear 
that he may have been shot with his 
own weapon ‘after a struggle. 

Porter, who was a farmer, 35 years 
of age, left his father’s home with a 
forty-four calibre rifle and two cart- 
ridges on Thursday evening about 7 
o’clock to look at some traps. When 
he did not return that night his father 
decided he had gone to his own home. 
Saturday morning there being no word 
from him his father drove to his home 
and found his wife very uneasy about 
him. A search party was organized 
among the neighbors aad on Sunday 
afternoon the body was found. A 
number of blood stains on the road in- 
dicated where the shooting had taken 
place. 

Porter was last seen by a man nam- 
ed Ellis, who states that he saw him 
passing his door, and later on heard a 
gun report. Though Porter was car- 
rying a gun it cannot now be found. 

Two Toronto detectives have been 
sent to the scene of the shooting. 

An inquest was opened yesterday, 
and adjourned until Friday: 

Porter leaves a widow and five 
children.

The Picton Hotel has 
been given two months to wind up 
the business. 

Kingston Liquor Commissioners met, 
Monday afternoon, and in accord anc 


with the wish of the ratepayers, ex~ 


pressed last January at the polls, 
issued only fifteen tavern licenses in- 
stead of twenty-five as formerly. An 
appeal of the hotelmen against the 
decision of Judge Teetzel with regard 
to the validity of the by-law, in view 
of alleged duplicate voting. has yet to 
be heard by the Divisional Court at 
Toronto, but it is not expected the 
hotelmen have any chance. These 
tavern licenses were granted: G. T. 
R. Restaurant. Lakeview Hotel, Ot-

Dr. Needler’s Lecture. 

On Friday night, April 26th, in 
Historical Hall, Dr. G. H Neddler of 
the Universitv of Toronto, delivered 
before the Historicai Society a lect- 
ure on ‘Education in Germany and 
Ontario.” The lecture was intended 
to contrast the difference in the sy- 
stems of the two countries, principal- 
ly as regards the course followed by 
each country in regard tothe primary 
and high schools. Dr. Needler start- 
ed by giving a short historical sketch 
of the development of education from 
the early ages, its gradual changes 
and the final big change which took 
place at the time of Martin Luther. 
After explaining carefully how Ger- 
many had provided schools that were 
doing excellent work because of the 
system which7had been introduced, he 
told wherein the Ontario system var- 
ied from theGerman. His conclusions 
in regard to this subject, which he ad- 
mitted were open to controversy, he 
thought showed the German plan to 
be the wiser one to follow. In closing 
his lecture he told of the German Un- 
iversity and explained the system very 
carefully, particularly with reference 
to the position occupied by the pro- 
fesscrs and the lectures given by them. 
Dr. Needler explained that he feared 
that the lecture was more adapted for 
a body of teachers than for a mixed 
audience, but the most of those pres- 
ent were able to carry away thoughts 
that will help to make them better 
understand some of the needs of the 
Ontario system. The President of the 
Local Society thanked Dr. Needler for 
again favoring the people of Napanee 
by coming here to lecture and explain- 
ed how much such a lecture meant to 
people whoare not living in a University 
town whereit is easy to heara good 
lecture at any time- The next meet- 
ing of the Society was then announced 
for Friday evening, May 10th, A no- 
tice of it appears elsewhere in this 
paper. The ‘meeting closed at 9,30 p. 
m. with ‘God Save the King.”
